THE ASIATIC KITE. 


Jn Central Asia, us well as in this 


country, kito-flying is n^fnvorito nmuse- 
ment uinong tho boye. But then it is 
made to yield a double gratification, for 
while pleasing tho eye with its graceful 
movements, the kite is so constructed 
;IB to delight tho ear by the emission of 
BO ft, musical sounds. 
To produce this 


music, tho kite is majj in a peculiar 
manner. Each ono is a square formed 
upon two diagonals of light wood,whose 
extremities nro connected by a tight 
string, forming tho sides of tho square. 
Over tlio whole pnp&r is puatvd. 
A 


loose string upon tho upright diagonal 
receives the btring by which the kite 
ia to bo hold, and a tail is fastened to its 
lowest extremity. 
The transverse diag- 


onal or cross-stick is then bent back 
liko u strong bow and fastened by a 
thread of catgut. 
Of course every 


brccM that posses the kite vibrates this 
tight cord, and the vibrations are coins 
munioatcd to tho highly sonorous frame 
of the kite, and as u number of these 
kites are left floating in the air all night 
tho effect is that of norial music, monot- 
onous, but full of melancholy interest,
